Findlay. 0'.. Oct. 30—A fine ot $5,- 


000 and costs of prosecution were 5m- 
pohsd by .Judge Banker in probate 
court against the Standard OH com- 
pany under the recent conviction by 
jury on the charge of violating the 
state's anti-trust laws. Before passing 
sentence Judge Banker overruled the ' 
motion for new trial filed by the 
Standard's attorneys. 


The fine imposed by Judge Banker 


was the limir for one offense, though 
the Saw stipulates that each day that 
the illegal combination business Is 
carried on constitutes a separate of- 
fense. Taking this view of the statutes 
it was possible for the court to impose 
an aggregate of fines amounting to 
over Sti.OOO.OOO.
